The ‘newest’ breed of cattle ex- 
hibited at the Eastern National Live- 
stock Show was the “oldest” breed 
in America—Devon cattle, the red 
stock the Pilgrims brought from old 
Plymouth to plow, milk and roast 
‘way back in colonial times.

Now dedicated entirely to beef 
production, the Devon objective of 
big, thick-muscled, fast-growing, 
grass-country cattle was well illus- 
trated in every class. Starting with 
an eye-popping, 2700-pound imported 
winner (Standish Bradford’s Massa- 
chusetts entry) in the mature bull 
class and running through to the top 
prize, hefty, grass-grown junior 
heifer calf from Hog Bluff Planta- 
tion in South Carolina, the Devon 
exhibitors gave observers many sur- 
prises. For one thing, the presump- 
tion that England has a monopoly in 
breeding the best Devons got a jolt. 
The grand champion bull, Sen. 
Wayne Morse’s Maryland-bred, two- 
year-old Morse Import, defeated in 
class the English champion that 
G. H. Bostwick imported this sum- 
mer at the breed’s record price. And 
Bostwick’s junior and reserve cham- 
pion bull, Bluffton Sunshine, is out 
of an American-bred cow.

Market Forecast 





ARMERS’ plans to cut spring farrowings 12% 

under 1959 have materially strengthened the 

livestock price outlook for the year ahead. Such 
a reduction is substantially greater than in previous 
seasons when the hog-corn price ratio in the mating 
period to produce spring litters was around 12.1 as 
it was this season. Perhaps farmers are paying more 
heed to economic “stop, look and listen” signs. Warn- 
ings of a hog glut have been numerous. 

If growers carry through their plans, tota] meat 
supplies in the 12 months starting Feb. 1 are likely 
to be only 1 or 2% larger than a year previous, with 
a reduction in pork offsetting part of the expected 
increase in beef. Population will increase about 3 
million, or nearly 2%, mainly in heavy meat-eating 
teenagers. Supplies of meat per person promise to 
be little if any larger than in 1959. Consumer income 
and ability to buy is expected to be greater than ever. 


HOG prices probably will work higher slowly in 
the next two or three months, then more rapidly up 
to early summer, In the last 6 to 8 months of 1960, 
they are likely to be higher than in 1959. The pig 
survey showed about the same number of hogs on 
hand in the Cornbelt on Dec. 1 as a year previous, 
but most of the increase of 2% in fall pigs was in 
other areas. That increase, plus cutting down of 
breeding stock, probably will keep market supplies 
in the next 4 or 5 months slightly larger and prices 
somewhat lower than a year previous. 

Barrows and gilts averaged $14.84 at Chicago 
in 1959. The average in the next 12 months should 
be about that high. Larger supplies of beef probably 
will prevent a greater response to the expected re- 
duction in hogs. 

Keep your hogs rolling to market at 200-225 Ibs., 
on price upturns. You can safely hold back on tem- 
porary breaks. Although prices may stay at unsatis- 
factory levels for 2 or 3 months, hold all bred sows 
and save every pig you can. If your herd needs up- 
grading, buy tested meat-type breeding stock in the 
next 2 months. 


FED CATTLE prices probably will improve mod- 
erately in the next 2 months, but gains are likely 
to be less than last year or two years ago. Prices 
will stay $2-$4 lower than in early 1959. Arrivals of 
old crop long-feds are likely to taper off a little faster 
than finished new crop cattle supplies will increase. 
More cattle are on feed than ever before, but the 
proportion of yearlings and calves is high. They'll 
take rather long feeding periods to finish. The quar- 
terly on-feed report, out in mid-January, will tell 
the story. 

Prices for nonfed cattle and the plain fed grades 
probably will show moderate seasonal strength in the 
next 4 months on a level several dollars cheaper than 
in 1959. Supplies will be larger than a year previous 
but somewhat lighter than in the last two or three 
months. Feed supplies and the ratio of cattle prices 
to feed costs is still] encouraging holding cattle to 
increase herds. The cattle price cycle has turned 
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Contract early for grazing cattle. 


down but the production trend is still up. Herd liqui- 
dation is still 2 or 3 years away. 

Stocker and feeder cattle prices probably will 
move up $1 or more by late spring. Current costs of 
feeder cattle and feed and fat cattle prices leave a 
good margin. Feedlot replacement demand will be 
strong as long as these relationships continue. Ap- 
proach of the grass season will bring the usual urge 
to buy stock cattle for grazing. 

Top out feedlots on all price upswings. Although 
prices for Prime cattle and those with weight may 
gain on others later, stopping at Choice grade and at 
weights under 1200 lbs. appear best. Hold fed cattle 
back and buy feeders on any severe price spills. Con- 
tract early for grazing cattle or take delivery soon 
if you have rough feed to carry them. 


LAMB prices should work slightly higher for 
another month or two and hold much of their gain 
through spring. The number-on-feed estimate is not 
yet available, but feeder shipments in July-November 
were slightly less than a year ago. Although Cali- 
fornia’s drouth has been partly relieved, fat early 
springers probably will be scarce before mid-April. 

Top out fed lambs at 105 Ibs., or less on strong 
price upsurges. Hold back when prices dip. Buy 75-\b. 
or lighter feeders and finish for the late fed market. 


Buy bred ewes. 


WOOL prices are likely to be rather stable in 
the next two months and hold up well during the 
new clip season. Light domestic stocks, will usage 
larger than last year or two years ago and steady 
world prices with world consumption about equal 
to current world production, are sustaining influences. 
No reason to rush to contract new clips is apparent. 


MILK prices will work 5 to 10% lower by May. 
Butter prices are down to support levels and prob- 
ably will stay there until late summer. Slightly higher 
average milk prices and cheaper feeds. will put a 
little more in the till for dairymen than in the past 
year. With normal weather, production wil] be up a 
little this year, but per capita output will be down 
slightly. The year started with much smaller butter 
stocks than a year previous. 

Keep up rigorous culling. Prices for cows sent 
to the butcher are down sharply, but they’ll be still 
lower a year hence. Aim to raise your herd average 
for mature cows by 200 Ibs., or more this year. 


CORN AND MILO prices will slowly work higher 
in the next 3 or 4 months, while oats and barley are 
likely to level off for a while, then decline during 


the spring. High rates of feeding, record exports and 
large placements under support will gradually reduce 
“free” stocks of both corn and sorghums. With a 
new tax year started, and prices up a little, growers’ 
sales may pick up temporarily, but feeding to live- 
stock and placement under support offer better re- 
turns than the cash market.

Oats and barley in past seasons 
usually reached their price peaks 
by February. Feeders have been

THE BEEF-TYPE STEER 


T HE judge slaps the rump of an- 
other grand champion and a roar 
swells from the crowd. If their re- 
spective breed was declared the 
grand champion steer, Hereford 
breeders slyly wink, ‘I told you so.” 
The same with Angus, Shorthorn 
or whatever breed he may have been. 

A beautiful picture; low-set, 
blocky, straight lined—the epitome 
of top quality production and the 
envy of thousands of breeders and 
exhibitors. 

Take a long, appreciative look, 
cattlemen, for this glamorous crea- 
ture may be shunned in the near 
future. He may give way to what is 
rapidly becoming known as the 
meat-type steer—the beef steer of 
the future. 

This beef steer of tomorrow may 
be a large, lean, muscular animal 
with a great deal more length of 
legs and body than is presently ac- 
cepted. He would likely be consid- 
ered inferior by present showring 
standards. He won't be an ugly 
duckling, and while he will appear 
more ‘“‘streamlined,” feeders can look 
to an increasing ‘net profit” for 
consolation. 


Weight for age will be the first 
consideration. He should not weigh 
less than 450 pounds as a weaning 
calf at seven months and close to 
1,000 pounds if marketed at 16 
months of age. These are the ab- 
solute minimum requirements for 
the age-weight relationship. Propor- 
tion of red meat in the carcass con- 
tinues to be more and more im- 
portant. 

“The chilled carcass on the rail is 
the best measure of beef produced,”’ 
says Dr. O. D. Butler, head of the 
Texas A&M College animal hus- 
bandry department. Dr. Butler, a 
nationally known authority in his 
field, headed the meats department

of the Texas college before assum- 
ing his present duties. 

“Our present standards for judg- 
ing beef animals fall far short of 
meeting the desired carcass require- 
ments. Even if you are producing 
a lot of weight for age, this is not 
enough. Two other things to be 
considered are the distribution on 
the carcass of lean, fat and bone and 
the satisfaction of the consumer 
eating the meat.” 

He forecasts a bright future for 
the beef animal that will produce a 
maximum yield of palatable lean 
meat efficiently. 

In naming this new steer, the term 
‘“‘meat-type’’ was borrowed from the 
hog breeders. They have undergone 
change several times and are on a 
sound track. Despite serious market 
prices, swine producers have effi- 
ciently and abundantly produced a 
quality product that leaves few un- 
answered questions in the mind of 
Mrs. Housewife. She has confidence 
that the pork chop, bacon or ham 
will satisfy the tastes of her family. 


Similar production and consumer 
satisfactioin problems face the cattle 
industry. This is nothing new, but 
in face of the increasing and effec- 
tive efforts by hog and broiler pro- 
ducers, it becomes ever more impor- 
tant. All are competing in the same 
market—trying to produce lean 
palatable meat for the table. 

The meat-type steer, Dr. Butler 
points out, should have a shape that 
will result in the highest price yield 
from the carcass. Producers should 
select for conformation with a good 
deal of latitude. 

“There is an acceptance of more 
length of body and legs. Nothing 
from the meat standpoint is against 
this greater length as long as mus- 
cling is maintained.” 

The round has long been used as 
an indicator of muscling in live ani- 
mals. Width at the base, outside 
bulge and length are fully as im- 
portant as the more prominent 
plumpness. 

“Conformation that appears poor 
on foot often will fool you,” Dr. 
Butler said. “We feel that length 
of round is just as important as 
plumpness in giving a high yield.” 

He added that a ‘“quonset” roof 
shape to the back with the greatest

width a few inches below the top is 
preferable to a flat top with a near 
right angle turn. 

Since 1950, 700-800 cattle have 
been processed through the A&M 
meats laboratory. Based on infor- 
mation from these tests, and com- 
parable results from other colleges 
and researchers, certain standards 
have been set for the meat-type 
steer. 


Feed efficiency is of utmost im- 
portance. A yearling steer should 
be able to make 100 pounds of gain 
on not more than 900 pounds of 
feed—one-third roughage and two- 
thirds concentrates. 

Chilled carcass weight gain should 
average 1.3 pounds per day of age. 
Live weight gains are not empha- 
sized because just producing the 
beef is not enough. Producers must 
raise beef that will appeal to the 
eating public. 

The carcass should yield 48 per 
cent or more in the preferred cuts— 
the loin, rib and round. These cuts 
must be well-muscled and there 
should be two or more square inches 
of rib-eye per hundred weight of 
carcass. 

This beef should be tender and 
palatable when cooked in a normal 
way. Beef cattle must be versatile 
enough to market for slaughter at 
any age after weaning under proper 
management. 

Dr. T. C. Cartwright, geneticist 
and professor of animal husbandry 
at A&M, has done extensive research 
on heritability factors of the meat- 
type steer. 

“There is definitely a split opinion 
on how the steer should look. Live 
animal show winners usually don’t 
have a chance in carcass contest. 
Carcass winners generally are less 
fat and have less body depth.” 

Dr. Cartwright points out the im- 
portance of the uneven distribution 
of fat on beef cattle. Cattle fatten 
first on the back, down the side and 
underline. The last areas to fatten 
are the round and chuck. 

As fat increases there is a de- 
crease in the percentage of yield of 
the round—one of the high priced 
cuts! 
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EDITOR DISCUSSES ‘NEW LOOK’ IN BEEF 


ARE WE JUST about to lose 
some of our breeds of beef cattle 
because they do not measure up to 
the new look? No, is the quick, sim- 
ple answer. Why? Because the 
breeds will change to fit the de- 
mand. They changed before and 
they will do it again. 

The phrases, quick maturing, 
compact, fine bone, a bull to smooth 
up your herd, are being dropped for 
the new look. Every beef breed can 
change their size and with it most 
of the time comes the best in per- 
formance testing and production 
records. 

Dean J. C. Miller, then at Texas 
A&M, but now at Oregon, in Jan- 
uary, 1958, said “the steer of to- 
morrow will likely be sired by a 
high-gaining bull and out of a big, 
roomy cow with a high production 
index. He will have more length of 
body, a bit longer leg than the com- 
monly accepted ideal of today. He 
will have natural muscle, and he 
will possess the ability to grow rap- 
idly but he will mature sufficiently 
early and put on enough fat to sat- 
isfy consumer demands.” 

Some breeds have found them- 
selves in the position of being in on 





The difficulty of comparing a live 
animal with his objective carcass 
measurements is discussed by W. T. 
(Dub) Berry, A&M assistant profes- 
sor of animal husbandry and well- 
known beef cattle judge. 

Due to this difficulty, the trend 
has been to place more emphasis on 
utility. 

“Significant changes have been 
toward more weight for age, market- 
ing at younger ages, more lean and 
less fat and higher yield of the pre- 
ferred cuts,” Berry notes. This is 
the red-meated steer, but tenderness, 
juiciness and flavor must accompany 
the muscular trait for it to have 
utility. 

Berry emphasizes that producers 

should follow their cattle into the 
coolers for additional carcass infor- 
mation. He stresses the need for a 
closer packer-producer relationship 
to acquaint producers with the kind 
of cattle they are selling.

the ground floor. The others are 
rapidly getting in step. No one ex- 
pects to stay out on a limb. Some 
breeders and perhaps some breeds 
will lag behind, but the change is 
on for the three major beef breeds, 
Hereford, Angus and Shorthorn. 
The breeders now advertising 
that their big, rugged, mature bull 
weighed one ton must keep in mind 
that over 100 years ago “the aver- 
age live weight of the heaviest 
drove of beeves, 109 in number, 
ever brought to the New York mar- 
ket was 2,066 pounds weighed from 
dry feeding in Illinois last spring,” 
(from October, 1859, Nebraska 


Farmer). 


While the purebred beef breeders 
are busy solving this problem, what 
about the grade herds that are not 
willing to wait for the change? 
(This has been evidenced by hog 
producers using crosses to gain the 
desired objectives and of course are 
good meat type hogs in every breed 
today.) 


These grade cow herds are either 
selecting from the best of the three 
purebred beef lines or they may be 
turning to other lesser known 
breeds to speed the change. Breeds 
that are fitting into these programs 
are Charolais, Santa Gertrudis, 
Brahman and Milking Shorthorns. 
The herd sires of all of these breeds 


are commonly over 2,400 pounds. 
All of these breeds except Santa 


Gertrudis are very old breeds. 


Charolais have created a lot in 
interest with weight, rate of growth 
and good publicity. 

Brahman have been selling their 
size and ability to stand a hot cli- 
mate for some time. The Santa Ger- 
trudis is a combination of Brah- 
mans and 5/8ths Milking Shorthorn. 

The Milking Shorthorn (labeled 
a dual-purpose breed) has probably 
taken the latest advantage of this 
changing situation of any of the 
breeds. This is probably due to the 
fact that most of the progressive 
Milking Shorthorn breeders are con- 
centrating on milk production, and 
through no fault of the performance 
of the cattle. In production tests in 
Beltsville and Canada the Milking 
Shorthorns have been outstanding. 
In comparison to the other four 
large sized breeds mentioned, the 
Milking Shorthorn would have at 
least one outstanding trait—plenty 
of milk to make a real good calf. 
Probably most of those large, one- 
ton steers in New York 100 years 
ago were from Milking Shorthorns 
since a large per cent of our cattle 
were of this breed at that time. 
What will the next 100 years bring?

Increasing the Beef Cow’s Life Span 


HE objectives of the beef pro- 

ducer may be many, but the major 
one is to make money. Anything 
that he can do to make more money 
is worthy of consideration. Is lon- 
gevity in beef cattle an important 
economic factor in beef production? 

Some swine producers go on a gilt 
system of farrowing and marketing. 
They produce one litter of pigs, dry 
up the gilt and sel] her at a con- 
siderably higher price than can be 
had for an older sow. Thus, the life 
span of this animal is short. 

Longevity is more necessary in 
beef cattle than in swine because (1) 
beef cattle take longer to reach pro- 
ductivity, and (2) the reproductive 
rate is much less. Because of these 
factors it would be impossible for 
the beef produced to sell heifers on 
first calving and stay in the cattle 
business unless he buys replace- 
ments. This doesn’t seem practical. 
The heifers would have to produce 
a minimum of two calf crops with 
a calf from every cow (assuming a 
50-50 sex ratio) to replace the origi- 
nal stock. To do this the cows would 
have to be at least three or four 
years old before they could be re- 
placed. Because of a failure to ob- 
tain a 100 per cent calf crop, losses 
at birth due to calving and subse- 
quent losses from disease, etc., breed- 
ers would have to have more than 
two calf crops to produce 100 fe- 
males per 100 cows. 

If about 50 per cent of the heifers 
are bred to calve at two years of 
age and the others to calve at three, 
the cows would be 4!5 years of age 
before they could be replaced since 
from a management standpoint they 
would be kept until their calves were 
weaned. This is about four times 
the length of time required for the 
swine man to operate on the gilt sys- 
tem. 

The swine producer’has one fur- 
ther advantage in that the gilt will 
be from a litter of several pigs and 
some selection for improvement can 
be practiced, whereas the beef pro- 
ducer will not be able to do any 
culling at this stage. 

Heifers Wean Lighter Calves 

Research indicates that two-year- 
old cows wean calves 75 pounds 
lighter than mature cows. At 30 
cents per pound for the calves, using 
a heifer system of production instead 
of mature cows, the loss would be 
$2,250 per 100 calves. Naturally, 
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the cows have to go through the 
young age to get to maturity, but 
the longer the cows remain in the 
herd the fewer the replacements 
needed annually. Some culling of 
heifers needs to be done on the basis 
of their first production records. 

Whether or not longevity as such 
in beef cattle is heritable is still a 
debatable question. This is difficult 
to determine and practically no re- 
search has been done. However, 
there are traits that are heritable 
which have an economic value. Once 
you have a cow known to possess 
these desirable characteristics, it is 
only natural that she be kept as 
long as she is productive. 

Some of these traits are rate of 
gain, type, grade, milking ability, 
feed efficiency and susceptibility to 
cancer eye. 

Milk Production Important 

Milk production of the dam is the 
most important factor affecting the 
weaning weight of her calf. The 
heritability of milk production is 
estimated to be .28. One of the man- 
agement practices has been to cull 
old cows when their production be- 
gins to decline. This is based on the 
weaning weight of her calf. 

The milk production curve and 
weaning weight curve tend to vary 
together. Therefore, the decline in 
milk production of the aged dam is 
the most logical explanation of the 
lighter weight of her calf. If the 
old cow has the many desirable 
traits wanted why not take better 
care of her and produce still more 


calves? Genetically her calves 
should be as good as those calves 
produced when the cow was in her 
prime. They are likely to be con- 
siderably better than calves out of 
heifer with unknown production rec- 
ords. The calves from old cows can 
be creep-fed to overcome the de- 
ficiency of milk received from their 
dams. 

While it is true that old cows, ten 
years of age or older, do produce 
calves with lighter weaning weights 
than cows six to eight years of age, 
there are indicated that certain cows 
might not decline in production as 
early as others. 


Cull Old Cows Carefully 

When a cow becomes old and fails 
to produce a calf regularly or the 
chances of her surviving another 
winter look dim then naturally one 
would wish to obtain the salvage 
value of the animal and send her to 
market. But to cull all cows as they 
reach a certain age ignores indi- 
vidual differences and a profit mak- 
er may be sent to market too early. 

The longer cows can be kept in 
profitable production, the less re- 
placements are needed. This means 
better replacements can be had as 
the selection can be made from the 
top few individuals, and more and 
better heifers are available for sale. 
Also, mature cows have less diffi- 
culty in calving which means less 
loss in both cows and calves due to 
calving. 

Long-lived bulls are certainly to 
be desired. It takes considerable 
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time to prove a bull on the basis of 
of his progeny and a great amount 
of selection has been done in getting 
the best bull available. Once a bull 
is proven, then the longer he lives 
and is fertile, the more influence he 
has in improving cattle. Although 
the freezing of semen for artificial 
insemination offers promise of ex- 
tending the useful life of a good bull, 
many of the breed associations say 
that the semen dies with the bull. 
The commercial cattlemen using a 
good bull in this type program would 
not necessarily be restricted by this 
rule. 

Perhaps many breeders would not 
desire to inbreed to the extent that 
is done in some experimental pro- 
grams, and may wish to use a bull 
only two or three years. Still if the 
bull is healthy, active and fertile, he 
will be in demand by other breeders 
for many years. 


Life Can Be Lengthened 

The average life span of cattle 
isn’t easy to determine because most 
are slaughtered and only a small 
per cent die a natural death. The 
following table gives the recorded 
life span of some of the farm ani- 
mals.

With better breeding, feeding and 
management practices, and better 
control of diseases the productive 
life of beef cattle should be in- 
creased. Greater production should 
be realized by having a higher per 
cent of mature cows in the breed- 
ing herd. 

Bred heifers are usually more 
costly than the cows to be culled 
are worth, but at times might not 
be greatly different. Since a bred 
heifer produces a lighter calf at 
weaning than a mature cow, the 
old cow would be in her declining 
production years for the two to be 
equal. The following rule is useful 
in predicting the time for culling an 
old cow. When the cow’s last calf’s 
weaning weight falls below the life- 
time average the cow is marketed. 
Her next calf will be still lighter at 
weaning. ® @

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Barnyard Judging

just wish I could relate the judg- 

ing of cattle, hogs and sheep that 
I have seen or heard talked about 
this fall to the decisions a farmer 
must constantly make in his own 
barnyard or feedlot. Well, Lano 
Barron told me, you can try. 

Now, you take beef cattle: You 
all realize that there has been quite 
a shift to size, or rather pounds per 
age, up top and in the britches. I 
asked the president of the Society 
of Animal Production, Kentucky’s 
Dr. W. P. Garrigus, if that meant 
bigger bone in cattle. He didn’t think 
so. Who knows? There hasn’t been 
much research on the correlation of 
bone to beef on the back. But we 
don’t want ungainly, horsey cattle, 
that’s for sure. 

I asked Prof. Willard Green down 
there in Maryland. He said we ought 
to be measuring bone and back of 
our beef cattle, everything, if not 
for present placings then as a record 
of future judgments. Add the story 
of tapelines and calipers to what the 
scale beam says on foot and what 
the carcass contests reveal. 

Prof. Bob Long of Georgia looks 
for the meat type in beef cattle. Ac- 
centing the revealment of red meat, 
so practical a cowman as Willie Joe 
Largent of Texas makes them walk 
their steers, walk them again. Not 
only to test the stoutness and sound- 
ness of their underpinning, but the 
parade shows up the muscling, ac- 
curacy of conformation, the way 
they carry finish, and that active 
disposition enables a bovine beast to 
take care of himself on range or in 
feedlot. Besides they have to be 
heady with character and a mouth- 
piece that will function on pasture, 
silage or grain. 

Oklahoma's Glen Bratcher has a 
formula: Quality X Amount of it= 
Blue Ribbon. In both heifers and 
bulls we are getting about enough 
increase in beef type and conforma- 
tion, he thinks. We must be careful 
not to get them too big and horsey 
without the ability to fatten. Maybe 
clean them up a little, emphasizing 
more red meat. No one wants ex- 
cessive fat and wastey-ness, but 
steers must have enough condition 
to make prime carcasses. Let’s not 
swing too far in either direction, but 
rather stay in the middle of the road. 

In dairy cattle I observe more at- 
tention to breed type. Where is this 


or that breed headed in its appeal 
to the young farmer depending on 
milk checks from 12 or 20 cows? You 
can't judge the Jersey Jug as you 
would the Black-and-White show. 
Nor Brown Swiss cantons like 
Guernsey or Ayrshire shows, Be- 
sides the dairymen have wisely in- 
cluded best-udder classes and dairy 
herds that mean just that-—-four 
cows in milk or springers, so you 
can estimate their productivity. Then 
back of dairy progress is their mar- 
velous recording of what a cow ac- 
tually contributes to the bulk tank 
via Advanced Registry, DHIA (and 
now DHIR), Samplings and 
WADAM. 

But to me one obvious fetish re- 
tained by dairy shows is the judging 
of bulls, aged, two-year-olds, senior 
and junior yearlings, calves. I doubt 
if any judge can evaluate the real 
standing of a dairy bull, guessing 
his capability by noting his triple- 
wedge and fancy points such as color 
of his nose or tail-switch. Artificial 
insemination and the centrifuge have 


deflated the judging of dairy bulls

while focusing more attention on the 
females. (Whatever became of the 
idea of palpating the udders of dairy 
heifers to prospect what kind of milk 
cows they would make?) 

We do see a definite trend to size 
and scale in all dairy cattle, as well 
as milking character—again ground- 
ed in the quest for productivity. But 
if we discontinued most of the show 
bull classes we would have that 
much more premium money for the 
cows and heifers. The Yorkville Jer- 
sey Show has no bulls at all. In the 
convincing Syracuse show of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club 
there was nary a bull. 

New Jersey Ag. college studied 52 
DHIA herds, found it costs $350 to 
raise a good heifer to milking age. 
So the judges are looking for the 
qualities that indicate a lgng, high- 
milking life—open ribs, strong feet 
and legs, glove-like udders well at- 
tached fore and aft. 

With Red Polls and Milking Short- 
horns, the judges want not only evi- 
dent milkers, but conformation that 
will make a dry cow sell wel) at the

Hog Shows Set Pace 


The hog shows, particularly the 
National Barrow Show at Austin, 
have worked a revolution in swine 
type from lard to red meat, and I've 
an idea that is why No. 1's may not 
go to $11 again, I hope. If you com- 
pare the champion barrow of any 
breed 10 years ago with those of 
the Sept. 15-18 show you can see 
what I mean. The Meat barrows are 
longer, and strikingly with less depth 
of belly. The ribs are probably just 
as long, but all of that ‘“‘sow-belly” 
fat underneath has been bred away, 
and the alert swineherds check it by 
probing the depth of backfat on top. 

Cornhusker Everett Maahs’ cham- 
pion carcass barrow (half-brother 
to his on-foot champ, both Hamps) 
was 30.5 inches long with only 1.23 
inches of backfat. His 10th rib loin- 
eye measured 5.32 sq. in. He weighed 
231 Ibs., dressed 73.99 per cent and 
his cut-out value was $21.38 a cwt. 

Talk about Farm-City Week and 
cooperation between the farmer who 
produces and the town boys who 
process, package and sel] his prod- 
uct. There would have been no Na- 
tional Barrow Show without the 
backing of Geo. A. Hormel & Co. 
Isn't it propitious that at the very 
time when 3,500 hogs were entered 
in the Austin battle of 10 breeds and 
crosses, the 1,000,000,000th can of 
Spam was sealed? 

If there is any secret to meat-type 
judging Cecelia Neville, who aligned 
the Yorks, would have it. My fa- 
vorite judge is daughter of the late, 
great Jess Andrew and wife of 
Maurice Neville. She looks for na- 
tural muscling in both barrows and 
breeding stock. Next, bone; in hogs 
she believes there is a direct relation 
between bone and meat. The one 
she places up must have good length 
(but not too long), depth of heart- 
girth, balance, spring of rib. Firm- 
ness is a prime factor, meaning a 
trim jowl, no counter-sunk tailhead, 
no creases at shoulder or base of 
ham. All hogs should have a strong 
topline and breeding animals must 
have strong feet and legs and show 
size for age. Most important is the 
underline, with 12 or more sound 
teats, no inverted ones. In this day 
of farrowing crates saving large lit- 
ters at birth, an underline function- 
ing on all 12 cylinders is a must that 
most breeds have neglected, she 
says. 


On yon bank of the Wabash is 


Purdue University and there work- 
ing in the hog pens you'll find Prof. 
H. W. Jones, one of our most pap- 
ular swine judges. He’s a middle-of- 
the-road man. Figures that most of 
the major breeds can perform eco- 
nomically and profitably in the 
hands of our commercial] industry 
with a hog that we would classify 
as medium type. Look at the testing 
stations: Certifying litters are av- 
erage in dimensions and over-all con- 
formation, Hobe declares. (For my- 
self, I see that the 20 prizewinners 
in the Austin carcass contest ranged 
from 29.5 in. long to 32, and backfat 
from 1.13 to 1.5 in. deep.) 

Wise and experienced Guy McRey- 
nolds, Ashland, Neb., who judged 
the Hampshires, te]ls me that all of 
our better judges have been stress- 
ing more meatiness and firm mus- 
cling and are not thinking only 
which hog might be the longest. 
Extra length of body is no longer 
a factor in selecting the top market 
hogs. Today medium length, 29.5 to 
30 inches for a 200 to 220-pound 
hog, is ample. 

The important thing is to recog- 
nize the hog of ample length with 
a medium width of loin that is firm 
and meaty, and with a heavy bulg- 
ing ham and the muscling that as- 
sures a high percentage of red meat. 
That hog will yield well in a carcass 
contest. Today with our stepped-up 
confinement feeding for market hogs 
we should all be alert to improve- 
ment in feet and legs, more bone and 
ruggedness in our breeding stock. 
Guy believes that there is an imme- 
diate need for breeding stock that 
make the grade under confinement, 
produce market hogs that will stand 
the birth-to-market cycle on a con- 
crete slab. 

Carroll Plager, Hormel’s greatest 
gift to the pork-making industry and 
superintendent of the National Bar- 
row Show, allows for fair tolerance 
in length, from 29 to 3114 inches in 
a 200-lb. barrow. Like Willie Joe 
with the beeves, Carroll insists that 
a market hog move, because he can 
tell more about them on the march; 
you can see the muscling better that- 
away. The active, confident hog, with 
a leg on each corner, usually has 
the carcass. Fat hogs are lazy and 
lazy hogs are fat. Size-for-age is 
first with Carroll, then muscling and 
soundness.

Now let’s go to Polk County, 
Iowa, and talk to a farmer who is 
a tip-top Poland breeder, H. M.

Fixed Machinery Costs 
A Sizable Expense 

A farmer increases his annual 
fixed costs $9 to $15 for every ad- 
ditional $100 he invests in tractor 
power and machinery. 

Depreciation is the major item in 
fixed costs. From 6 to 10 percent of 
the new investment is normally ac- 
cepted as annual depreciation. 

Interest on investment is the next 
most costly item relating to machin- 
ery use. Many farmers do not think 
of interest as a cost, but interest 
charges must be considered if ma- 
chinery is bought with borrowed 
funds. Farmers with limited capital 
could use the money they invest in 
machinery for other purposes and 
receive an added return from this 
investment. So a farmer must include 
2 to 3 percent of the cast as an in- 
terest charge for the investment in 
equipment. 

Other fixed costs include taxes, 
insurance and housing. Usually farm 
machinery is taxed at the same rate 
as other farm property. The tax 
rate, which varies widely with local- 
ity, is applied to the depreciated 


value of the machinery.

them and feeds them and delivers 
them to the market place, Hank be- 
lieves. The kind that are too fine or 
that won’t grow fast enough, the 
kind prone to disease and infections 
or the kind that are crippled and 
lame and handicapped by unsound- 
ness don’t belong in a Breeder’s Ga- 
zette yard anyhow. 

For the actual placing, Mr. 
Meneough keeps in mind two basic 
thoughts: Show a profit and pro- 
duce lean meat. To get that kind 
you want to have a look at the feet 
and legs; get them wide apart, walk 
straight and stand straight and move 
like they’re going somewhere. Don’t 
settle for the wobble-gaited nor the 
kind that walk away with their hind 
legs crossing or barely sliding by. 
Demand width between the front legs 
for lung room. 

Have a look at that front flank: 
It has to be full and deep or you will 
have a pig that as he gets older 
and heavier will turn out his front 
feet. If you have a full front flank, 
you never need to worry about them 
walking straight and standing 
straight, regardless of how heavy 
they get. 

Be a crank on heads. Have the 
ears the right size, the eyes open 
and the head free of wrinkles or 
rolls around the eyes or ears. Stay 
away from excess jowl, but don’t get 
so demanding that you go for the 
kind that have a head like a Leghorn 
hen. Breed character is in the head 
and tells you whether you have a 
breeding anima] in front of you or 
just a so-so producer. Be critical of 
heads in all your pig classes, too. 
The good-headed ones are the only 
ones that will be back next year as 
junior yearlings. 

Keep the length of neck within 
bounds. Don’t let a long-necked one 
make you think that you have extra 
length. Get your length from the 
front legs to the hind ones. Demand 
length from the hook bones to the 
pin bones; there you have length 
that will hang up im the carcass 
shows. Have your lean meat start 
right back of the ears and carry all 
the way to the tailhead. Insist on 
width at the tailhead and covering 
over the loin and along the back. 
That's where your lean meat cuts 
are and those five- and six-inch 
loineyes. 

Place up the kind that have a good 
bulge to the ham on the outside and 
then get behind them and see if they 
walk wide behind; then you can be 
pretty well assured that you have a 
ham on that pig in front of you. 
Ask for a pig with a high tailhead

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Agrozyme Increases 
Beef Cattle Gains 


A dried enzyme mixture added to 
cattle rations increased gains about 
9 per cent and saved 6 per cent on 
the amount of feed required per 
pound of gain in Iowa State tests. 

The combination is known com- 
mercially as Agrozyme and is al- 
ready successfully used in poultry 
rations containing barley. This is 
the first enzyme addition which has 
been found effective in increasing 
gain and the efficiency of gain for 
cattle. 

Tests involved 325 cattle in 43 
experimental groups in 10 experi- 
ments. It was fed in both fattening 
and growing rations to either steers 
or heifers for periods ranging from 
84 days to 175 days. 

These findings confirm indications 
of benefits from the enzyme mixture 
which appeared in three experiments 
reported at the Iowa State Cattle 
Feeder’s Day last March. 


Segregate Yearlings 


It pays to segregate yearling cat- 
tle by sex during warm-season graz- 
ing, reports the Central Plains Ex- 
perimental Range near Nunn, Colo. 

When both steers and heifers were 
pastured in mixed herds, gains dur- 
ing the grdzing season averaged out 
about the same for each sex. 

But when steers and heifers were 
pastured separately, the steers made 
from 10 to 20 pounds more gain 
than the heifers. In turn, the segre- 
gated heifers showed gains from 5 
to 8 pounds higher than those 
chalked up by heifers in mixed 
herds. Steers pastured sepdrately 
gained from 15 to 28 pounds more 
than either steers or heifers in the 
mixed herds. 

This conclusion is based on long- 
time May-to-October grazing studies 
on the experimental area. 


Bloating Seems Heritable 


Chronic bloating in cattle seems 
to run in the family. 

Records were kept on 250 beef 
calves at Oregon State. Chronic bloat 
showed up in seven out of 13 off- 
spring of “bloater” bulls mated to 
“bloater’’ cows closely related to the 
bulls. Less than 4 percent of the 
regular breeding herd bloated oc- 
casionally.

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Swine Feeding Test 
Dramatizes Progress 


Fifty years of progress in swine 
feeding nutrition are dramatically 
demonstrated in a trial conducted by 
Purdue animal scientists. 

Thirty-two weanling pigs, averag- 
ing 44 pounds initially, were used in 
the 1909 vs. 1959 ration feeding 
trial. They had been raised on con- 
crete and were confined to concrete 
for the duration of the experiment. 

Most economical gains were pro- 
duced by the 1959 free choice ration 
of shelled corn and Purdue Supple- 
ment 2. 

Slowest, most inefficient and cost- 
liest gains resulted from feeding the 
1909 mixed ration, containing a low 
level of poor quality protein and 
inadequate in other essential nu- 
trients. 

In mixed ration tests, pigs re- 
ceiving the 1909 menu of ground 
corn, wheat middlings, linseed oil 
meal, limestone and salt gained 1.15 
pounds a day. Four hundred 
twenty-five pounds of this ration 
produced 100 pounds of gain at a 
feed cost of $11.40. Pigs receiving 
the 1959 ration of ground corn, 50 
per cent protein soybean meal, di- 
calcium phosphate, limestone, io- 
dized salt, trace minerals, vitamins 
and antibiotics gained 1.71 pounds 
daily. Three hundred twenty pounds 
of this ration produced 100 poutds 
of gain at a feed cost of $9. Since 
80 per cent of the cost of raising 
hogs is feed, the result of this test 
is a word to the wise. 


Calves Like Hay Pellets 


Whatever else may be claimed for 
pelleted feeds for calves, we'll have 
to concede that the calves like the 
pellets. Last winter beef calves 
weighing about 465 pounds at the 
beginning and 750 pounds at the end 
of a 165-day period were eating the 
all-hay pellet at the rate of 20 
pounds a day. This was well above 
3 per cent of their body weight in 
pellets consumed each day! 

Eating this much hay, the calves 
gained 1°, pounds daily. We would 
have been disappointed if they had 
not gained wel]. However, this was 
growth gain and not fattening or 
finishing gain. On the market these 
calves dressed about 51 per cent and 
graded only low standard. They 
were nothing more than they had 
been when they started out—good 
to choice feeder cattle but with more 
weight on them. At this stage they 
were just right to carry along on a 
fattening ration consisting of at least 
60 per cent concentrate.—H. A. Cate, 
U. of Illinois.

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Switch to Confinement 
Brings New Problems 


Producers who switch from rais- 
ing hogs on pasture to confinement 
feeding face a new set of problems. 
Increased production costs, manure 
disposal, feed wastage and tail bit- 
ing are a few examples. 

Feed, building and equipment 
costs are greater in confinement pro- 
duction. Some studies show that 
these costs may be 75 cents to a 
dollar more than pasture costs for 
every 100 pounds of pork produced. 

Manure disposal] is perhaps con- 
finement raising’s biggest problem. 
If manure is not disposed of quickly 
and efficiently, it creates serious 
disease and fly problems. Several 
different methods have been tried. 
But so far no one method works 
best for all operations. 

Some confinement producers com- 
plain that hogs waste more feed in 
confinement. More waste seems to 
occur when pigs have too much feed- 
er space rather than too little. 

The exact cause of tail biting is 
not known. Some producers believe 
the hogs are just bored. Others 
think overcrowding may cause it. 
Some feel that a lack of iodine, zinc 
or other mineral in the pigs’ rations 
may be responsible. Or it may be 
caused by parasites or insects. 

On the brighter side, disease con- 
tro] and nutrition are two problems 
that do not seem to increase with 
confinement production—that is, if 
careful feeding and management 
practices are followed. 

Dr. R. Carlisle, U. of Illinois live- 
stock specialist, sums up as the ad- 
vantages: Opportunities for (1) in- 
creased production volume, (2) im- 
proved labor efficiency, (3) better 
environmental control and (4) re- 
lease of hog pasture for producing 
higher profit crops. 


Spring Freshening Best 


Dairy cows freshening in the 
spring reached higher daily milk 
production than cows freshening in 
other seasons, Cows freshening in 
April tended to have higher produc- 
tion at the peak and 30 days after 
the peak than those freshening in 
other months. 

Cows freshening in February tend 
to require longer to reach peak milk 
production than cows freshening in 
any other month. 

Those and other factors affecting 
daily milk production were revealed 
by investigating daily milk produc- 
tion records of the U. of Arkansas 
Experiment Station dairy herd. The 
data were collected over a 40-year 
period.

for depth of ham. Get one that’s 
deep in the flank, for body depth, 
and you'll have a good doing kind. 

Use your hands a bit; you can 
identify lean meat by the feel; and 
watch that shoulder when your pig 
moves; if he moves too much shoul- 
der, he could be carrying a layer of 
fat underneath. 

Sure, a good judge is demanding 
in udder lines. Insist on 12 teats on 
any gilt, well spaced and prominent, 
and check closely when you suspect 
an inverted teat or a blind one. Be 
just as critical on the boar classes 
too. Their daughters will be raising 
pigs next year. Hank Meneough’s 
personal feeling is that 12 to 14 teats 
are enough and practical. Some men 
do a lot of talking about 16 and 
18 uddered gilts, but he doubts that 
any gilt or sow can suckle that many 
pigs, and there isn’t much sense in 
hanging teats on the sow just to talk 
about them. 


The Sheep Ring—Price 

Around the sheep ring, I find folks 
more concerned about the price of 
lambs than any type, though they 
want open faces, quick maturity of 
lambs and a heavy fleece of clean, 
salable wool. That’s because by vir- 
tue of the National Wool Act, you 
can get a minimum average of 62¢ 
a pound for your wool. Nevertheless, 
the effective parity price for wool 
is 71 cents, and the average market 
price about 44 cents. 

Still I'll bet Farrell Shultz, up 
there in Logan Co., Ohio, with the 
Bunker Hill Shropshires, can tell us 
how he judges them in 1959. Yep, 
in placing sheep he puts more em- 
phasis on size and weight for age. 
Stresses balance and style combined 
with thickness, with particular at- 
tention to soundness of underpinning 
and feet. 

Farrell thinks there is a definite 
change, particularly in his breed, to 
a larger, more rugged, more open- 
faced kind of sheep, paying more 
attention to practical points than to 
the size and shape of ears. 

Now hear this: Mr. Shultz says 
there is a growing interest in pro- 
duction records and carcass cut-out 
evaluation of sheep. Leading fairs 
are putting in carcass classes. In 
Ohio they keep production records 
on purebred flocks, weighing al! 
lambs at 120 days and weighing and 
grading each fleece. 

Myself, I have a failing for horses 
and mules, but I guess you-all 
wouldn't be interested in that. Still, 
did you notice how every single ex- 
pert, whether on beef cattle, dairy 
cattle, hogs or sheep, stressed under- 
pinning and action? But guess

ewt. If we keep right on testing for primal cuts and 
feed conversion, and get 4/5ths of our hogs Meat- 
type (instead of 1/5th), they will command that 
$20 price. 


Wart A MINUTE: ARE YOU SURE YOU WANT 
to draw a line clear through that farm flock enter- 
prise on your 1960 plan? 
You Might Like Sheep Better stop it at about 
July or August and see 
then if you shouldn’t try a few sound-mouthed ewes, 
bred to a sturdy purebred ram. They just might 
return more percentage per unit of the small cost 
than anything on the farm. Maybe; if you like sheep, 
enough to care for them as you might enjoy doing, 
with drench for worms, hoof-trimmer for foot-rot 
and lead poisoning for dogs. Your wool is supported 
at 62¢ (if you save your sale slips) and even at the 
ridiculous low price for Choice lambs, they'll liquidate 
the first cost of the ewe. In Clark Co., O., Newell 
Elder got $40.87 for lambs and wool off of each $26 
western ewe; yep, he had a 148% lamb crop. About 
10 years ago, in Hale Co., Ala., a dairyman’s boy 
thought he’d like sheep better. His dad staked him 
to 13 purebred ewes. Today he has 85 Montadale 
ewes. I saw John Thomas May sell an 11-month ram 
for $500 in the national breed sale, where 3 of his 
ewes also brought $727.47.

of market milk, the money to be used to handle the 
surplus. The least Congress could do would be to 
give the farmers’ own self-help principle a trial-run 
on milk. If it works there, it might work on the other 
perishables, and maybe the basics too.

REMARKABLE INCIDENT—NOT ACCIDENT 


Records show some mighty high 
individual corn yields over the years 
which have received well-deserved 
honors. Of greater significance, 
however, are high average corn yields 
made NOT by ONE, but by THOUSANDS of 
farmers over a widespread area. 

Here, many types of soils, management 
and weather enter the picture.
